Birmingham's  Week's  Work. 

It  is  calculated  that  a  week's  work  in  Birmingham  comprises,  among 
its  various  results,  the  fabrication  of  14,000,000  pens,  6,000  bedsteads, 
7,000  guns,  300,000,000  cut-nails,  100,000,000  buttons,  1,000  saddles, 
5,000,000  copper  or  bronze  coins,  20,000  pairs  of  spectacles,  six  tons  of 
papier  machie  wares,  over  ^"30,000  worth  of  jewellery,  4,000  miles  of  iron 
and  steel-wire,  ten  tons  of  pins,  five  tons  of  hair  pins  and  hooks  and  eyes, 
130,000  gross  of  wood  screws,  500  tons  of  nuts  and  screw-bolts  and 
spikes,  fifty  tons  of  wrought  iron  hinges,  350  miles  length  of  wax  for 
vestas,  forty  tons  of  refined  metal,  forty  tons  of  German  silver,  1,000 
dozen  of  fenders,  3,500  bellows,  800  tons  of  brass  and  copper  wares. 

Singular  facts  in  Human  Life. 

The  average  length  of  a  life  is  about  28  years.  One  quarter  die 
previous  to  the  age  of  7,  one  half  before  17.  Only  6  of  every  100 
reach  the  age  of  65,  and  not  more  than  1  in  500  lives  80  years.  Of  the 
whole  population  on  the  globe,  it  is  estimated  that  90,000  die  every 
day,  about  3,700  every  hour,  and  60  eveiy  minute,  or  1  every  second. 
These  losses  are  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  number  of  births. 
The  married  are  longer  lived  than  the  single.  The  average  duration  of 
life  in  all  civilised  countries  is  greater  now  than  in  any  anterior  period.

Splendid  Pomade  for  the  Hair. 

Take  almond  oil  eight  ounces;  spermaceti  one  ounce;  essence  of  lemons 
one  drachm.  Melt  the  spermaceti  in  the  oil,  and,  when  nearly  cold, 
add  the  perfume.     When  quite  cold  it  will  crystalise. 

A  Good  Way  of  Cooking  Onions. 

It  is  a  good  plan  to  boil  onions  in  milk  and  water ;  it  diminishes  the 
strong  taste  of  that  vegetable.  It  is  an  excellent  way  of  serving  up 
onions,  to  chop  them  after  they  are  boiled,  and  put  them  in  a  stewpan 
with  a  little  milk,  butter,  salt,  and  pepper,  and  let  them  stew  about 
fifteen  minutes.  This  gives  them  a  fine  flavour,  and  they  can  be  served 
up  very  hot. 

Gloves  to  Clean. 

Kid  gloves  of  the  most  delicate  colours  may  be  cleaned  by  means  of 
benzine,  which  should  be  rubbed  on  with  a  sponge  or  a  piece  of  soft 
flannel  till  all  stains  are  removed.  Then  hang  them  up  in  an  airy 
place  till  the  benzine  has  entirely  evaporated. 

A  Cheap  Rice  Pudding*. 

A  scant  half  cup  of  rice,  two-thirds  cup  of  brown  sugar,  one  quart 
of  milk,  a  little  cinnamon  and  salt.     Bake  in  a  slow  oven. 

To  Roast  Ducks. 

Pick,  draw,  and  singe  them.  Cut  off  the  head ;  dip  the  feet  in 
boiling  water  to  remove  the  yellow  skin  ;  truss  them  plump,  turning 
the  feet  flat  upon  the  back.  Stuff  the  same  as  goose,  and  serve  with 
gravy  and  apple-sauce.  An  hour  will  roast  a  duck.  Green  peas  usually 
accompany  roast  duck. 

A  Teaspoonful  of  Cayenne  Pepper 

Mixed  with  the  quantity  of  food  requisite  for  about  a  dozen  hens, 
is  an  excellent  plan  for  making  them  lay. 

To  Remove  Grease  Spots,  &c. 

To  remove  grease-stains,  whether  from  books,  paper,  silks,  or 
ribbons,  take  a  little  benzine, — otherwise  known  as  benzole,  and  with 
a  camel's  hair  pencil  or  bit  of  sponge  carefully  moisten  the  spot  on 
both  sides.  When  the  grease  is  thoroughly  dissolved,  dry  the  place 
with  clean  blotting  paper  or  with  French  chalk.  This  process  will  not 
injure  the  most  delicate  colours. 

Quince   Marmalade. 

Rub  the  quinces  with  a  cloth  ;  cut  I  hem  in  quarters ;  stew  them  in  a 
little  water  till  they  arc  tender  enough  to  rub  through  a  sieve;  when 
strained  put  a  pound  of  brown  sugar  to  a  pound  of  fruit ;  set  it  on  the 
lire  and  let  it  cook  slowly  till  thick  enough  to  cut  smooth.

London,  the  largest  city  the  world  ever  saw,  covers  within  15 
miles  radius  of  Charing  Cross,  nearly  700  square  miles,  and  numbers 
within  these  boundaries  4,000,000  of  inhabitants.  It  comprises  100,000 
foreigners,  from  every  region  of  the  globe.  It  contains  more  Jews 
than  the  whole  of  Palest inc,  more  Roman  Catholics  than  Rome  itself, 
more  Irish  than  Dublin,  more  Scotch  than  Edinburgh.  The  port  of 
London  has  every  day  on  its  waters  i«,ooo  ships  and  9,000  sailors.  Up- 
wards of  120  persons  are  added  to  the  population  daily,  or  40,000 
yearly,  a  birth  taking  place  every  five  minutes,  and  a  death  every  eight 
minutes.  On  an  average  28  miles  of  streets  are  opened,  and  9,000  new 
houses  built  every  year.  In  its  postal  districts  there  is  a  yearly  delivery 
of  238  millions  of  letters.  On  the  police  register  there  are  the  names 
of  120,000  habitual  criminals,  increasing  by  many  thousands  every 
year.  More  than  one-third  of  all  the  crime  of  the  country  is  com- 
mitted in  London,  or  at  least  brought  to  light  there.  There  are  as 
many  beer  shops  and  gin  palaces  as  would,  if  their  fronts  were  placed 
side  by  side,  reach  from  Charing  Cross  to  Portsmouth,  a  distance  of 
73  miles,  and  38,000  drunkards  are  annually  brought  before  its  magis- 
trates. The  shops  open  on  Sundays  would  form  streets  60  miles  long. 
It  is  estimated  that  there  are  above  a  million  of  the  people  who  are 
practically  heathen,  wholly  neglecting  the  ordinances  of  religion.  At 
least  900  additional  churches  and  chapels  would  be  required  lor  the 
wants  of  the  people.

How  to  Make  a    Will. 

Every  one  who  has  a  wife  or  family  should  make  his  will.  When 
persons  die  intestate,  having  foolishly  put  off  making  a  will  till  it  is  too 
late,  their  negligence  may  deprive  those  for  whom  they  were  most 
anxious  of  the  very  benefits  which  it  had  required  a  life-long  struggle  to 
provide.  A  widow,  for  example,  may  discover  to  her  grievous  dis- 
appointment that  the  estate,  a  life  policy  perhaps,  or  a  few  hundreds 
in  consols,  is  not  all  her  own,  but  has  to  be  shared  with  a  distant  cousin 
of  her  husband's  whose  name  perhaps  she  had  never  before  heard. 
The  aid  of  a  lawyer  in  making  a  will  is  always  desirable,  but  is  not 
essential.  Should  the  estate  consist  of  real  as  well  as  personal  property, 
*.*„  of  lands  and  houses  as  well  as  money  and  goods,  or  if  the  will  is 
to  contain  many  provisions,  a  lawyer  should  be  always  employed.  In 
cases  where  a  lawyer  is  not  employed,  a  person  bent  on  making  his  own 
will  must  not  consider  it  as  a  light  matter  to  be  got  rid  of  in  a  few 
minutes  like  writing  a  letter,  but  one  requiring  the  most  serious 
attention.  It  is  only  after  one  is  dead  and  cannot  explain  his  meaning 
that  his  will  can  be  open  to  dispute.  It  is  the  more  necessaiy,  there- 
fore, to  say  what  is  meant  in  language  of  the  utmost  clearness,  avoiding 
the  use  of  any  word  or  expression  that  seems  to  admit  of  another 
meaning  than  the  one  intended.  It  is  better  to  be  prolix,  than  to  leave 
the  smallest  room  for  doubt  or  uncertainty,  although  the  same  name  or 
word  be  repeated  over  and  over  again.  Sounding  phrases  and  carefully 
rounded  periods  are  entirely  out  of  place.  Avoid  the  use  of  what  may 
be  thought  "  legal  terms"  when  the  same  thing  may  be  expressed  in 
plain  language.  If  in  writing  the  will  a  mistake  be  made,  it  is  better  to 
re-write  the  whole.  Before  a  will  is  executed,  that  is,  signed  by  the 
testator  in  presence  of  two  witnesses,  an  alteration  may  be  made  by 
striking  through  the  words  with  a  pen,  but  opposite  to  such  alteration 
the  testator  and  witnesses  should  write  their  names  or  place  their 
inkials.  Never  scratch  out  a  word  with  a  knife  or  other  instrument, 
and  no  alteration  of  any  kind  whatever  must  be  made  after  the  will  is 
executed.  If  the  testator  afterwards  wishes  to  change  the  disposition 
of  his  estate,  it  is  better  to  make  a  new  will  revoking  the  old  one,  or  to 
add  a  codicil  to  the  first,  which  must  be  duly  executed  and  attested  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  original  will.  A  will  should,  if  possible ',  be 
written  o?i  one  side  of  a  single  sheet  of  paper.  It  is,  of  course,  im- 
possible to  give  a  form  of  a  will  which  will  suit  under  all  circumstances.

Boiled  Salmon. 

A  piece  of  six  pounds  should  be  rubbed  with  salt,  tied  carefully  in  a 
cloth,  and  boil  slowly  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour.  It  should  be  eaten 
with  egg  or  caper  sauce.  If  any  remains  after  dinner  it  may  be  placed  in  a 
deep  dish,  a  little  salt  sprinkled  over,  and  a  tea-cupful  of  boiling  vinegar 
poured  upon  it.    Cover  it  closely,  and  it  will  make  a  nice  breakfast  dish. 

To  tell  good  Eggs. 

If  you  desire  to  be  certain  that  your  eggs  are  good  and  fresh  put 
them  in  water ;  if  the  buts  turn  up,  they  are  not  fresh.  This  is  an  in- 
fallible rule  to  distinguish  a  good  egg  from  a  bad  one. 

Custard  Pie. 

Make  a  custard  of  a  quart  of  milk,  six  eggs,  well  beaten,  a  cup  of 
white  sugar  not  heaped,  and  a  tea-spoonful  of  vanilla.  Line  your 
plates  with  paste,  pour  in  the  custard  and  bake  immediately.  If  you 
wish  pudding,  line  your  pudding-dish  with  paste  and  bake  thick. 

How  to  destroy  Ants,  Blackbeetles,  &c. 

Unslacked  stone-lime  sprinkled  with  diluted  sulphuric  acid  until  the 
whole  drops  into  a  dry  powder,  is  a  certain  destroyer  of  ants,  black- 
beetles,  &c. 

Boiled  Fowl  or  Chicken. 

They  should  be  cleaned  and  stuffed  as  for  roasting.  A  young  fowl 
requires  an  hour ;  if  tough  and  old,  three  hours.  A  chicken  will  boil  in 
three-quarters  of  an  hour.     They  may  be  served  with  oyster,  caper,  or 

Sponge  Cake. 

Beat  six  eggs  together  thoroughly ;  when  well  beaten,  stir  in  two 
cups  of  granulated  sugar,  two  cups  of  flour,  and  a  half  a  tea-spoonful 
of  soda  dissolved  in  a  table-spoonful  of  milk  ;  beat  all  well  together,  then 
add  the  grated  peel  and  juice  of  a  good-sized  lemon  or  two  small  ones. 
Bake  immediately  with  a  quick  oven. 

For  Cleansing  and  Purifying  the  Blood. 

Take  Sarsaparilla  Root,  2oz.;  Lassafras  Chips,  2oz.;  Quacium  Chips, 
2oz.;  Cascerilla  Bark,  ioz.;  Mazerian  Root,  Joz. ;  Spanish  Juice,  ioz. , 
boil  in  five  pints  of  water  to  four  pints ;  dose,  a  wine-glassful  three  or 
four  times  a  day. 

Whitworth  Bottle. 

Rectified  Spirits  of  Wine,  six  ounces ;  compound  Tincture  cf  Lavender, 
four  drachms;   Oil  of  Origanum,  half  an  ounce.     Rub  strains,  &c. 

Burns  and  Scalds. 

Max  equal  parts  of  cold  drawn  Linseed  Oil  and  Lime  Water,  to  be 
applied  with  a  feather  or  cotton  wool.

On  some  occasions  his  preaching,  always  plain  and  scriptural,  has  a 
sustained  power,  rising  to  the  highest  type  of  sacred  eloquence,  such 
as  Englishmen  heard  in  other  days  from  Latimer  and  Bunyan  and 
Whitfield.  For  more  than  twenty  years  the  sermons  preached  in  the 
Tabernacle  have  been  reported  and  published.  There  will  be  found  in 
the  most  recent  of  them  marvellous  freshness  and  variety,  and  although 
delivered  from  the  scantiest  notes,  they  bear  comparison  with  pro- 
ductions of  most  careful  and  skilful' authorship.  A  good  proof  of  the 
sterling  worth  of  these  sermons  is  that  tlrey  are  translated  into  almost 
every  European  language,  and  are  among  the  most  popular  religious 
reading  in  many  lands. 

John    Bunyan. 

For  "  conscious  sake  "  John  Bunyan  was  imprisoned  in  Bedford 
Gaol  for  twelve  years.  It  is  extremely  probable  that  to  this  lung  and 
weary  captivity  the  world  is  indebted  for  his  Pilgrim's  Progress,  "  the 
finest  allegory  in  the  world,"  as  Macaulay  has  described  it :  for  being 
driven  in  upon  himself,  his  active  mind  found  relief  in  thinking  and 
meditation,  which  found  expression  through  the  medium  of  his  pen,  in  the 
work  which,  translated  into  many  languages,  has  been  read  with  pleasure 
and  profit  by  the  world  at  large.  When  Bunyan  was  liberated  he  ceased 
writing ;   but  his  Pilgrim  will  never  cease  to  be  read  and  admired. 

George   Stephenson, 

Who  worked  his  way  from  the  pit-head  to  the  highest  position  as  an 
engineer,  when  at  the  age  of  sixteen  his  wages  were  increased  tu 
sixteen  shillings  a  week,  said— "  I  am  a  made  man  for  life  !  "  When 
his  skill  progressed,  and  his  wages  were  advanced  to  a  pound  a  week, 
he  proudly  said  that  "  he  was  now  a  rich  man  !  "  The  pithy  advice  he 
was  accustomed  to  give  to  young  men — "Do  as  I  have  done-  pet  severe ! " 
was  therefore  well  worthy  of  attention. 

Bright    Hopes   for   "  Dull    Boys." 

Lkt  those  who  think  that  they  are  blessed  with  "  dull  boys  "  take 
courage.  Slow  growth  is  often  sure  growth.  Slow  minds  are  like 
.Norwegian  pines  :  they  are  slow  in  growth,  but  they  strike  their  roots 
deep.  Some  of  the  greatest  men  have  been  dull  boys.  Dryden  and 
Swift  were  dull  as  boys.  So  was  Goldsmith.  So  was  Gibbon.  So 
was  Sir  Walter  Scott.  Napoleon  at  school  had  so  much  difficulty  in 
learning  Latin  that  the  master  said  it  would  take  a  gimlet  to  get  a 
word  into  his  head.  Douglas  Jerrold  was  so  backward  in  his  boyhood 
that  at  nine  he  was  scarcely  able  to  read.  Isaac  Barrow,  one  of  the 
greatest  divines  the  Church  ot  England  ever  produced,  was  so  impene- 
trably stupid  in  his  early  years,  that  his  father  more  than  once  said  that 
it  God  took  away  any  of  his  family  he  hoped  it  would  be  Isaac,  as  he 
feared  he  w®uld  never  be  fit  for  anything  in  this  world.  Yet  that  boy 
was  the  genius  of  the  family.  Here,  then,  we  have  encouragement  for 
dull  boys,  and  consolation  for  all  who  are  envious  of  "  prodigy  parents.''

Mr.  Bright  and  Mr.  Gladstone. 

A  writer  in  the  World  relates  the  following  anecdote  of  Mr.  Bright : 

"Not  long  ago,  he  was  in  company  with  a  Royal  Princess  and  other 

great  people,  and  during  the  course  of  conversation,  many  hard  things 
were  said  of  Mr.  Gladstone,  who,  never  a  favourite  with  the  aristocracy, 
is  now  the  subject  of  the  bitterest  language  amongst  them.  "Do  you 
think,"  said  Mr.  Bright,  turning  to  one  of  the  most  vehement  of  the 
ladies,  "  that  your  children  have  ever  seen  Mr.  Gladstone  ? "  The  lady 
was  sure  they  had  not,  '■  I  would  advise  you,  then,"  said  the  mem- 
ber for  Birmingham,  "  to  take  them  to  see  him,  that  they  may  say  in 
their  after  lives  that  they  have  looked  upon  one  who,  taken  for  all  and 
all,  is  perhaps  the  greatest  man  that  this  country  has  produced."

The  Voices  of  the   Dead! 

On  the  death  of  Mr.  Cobden,  his  then  political  opponent,  Mr.  Dis- 
raeli, passed  a  high  eulogium  on  his  character  as  a  politician.  In  the 
course  of  his  speech  he  remarked  : — 

"There  is  something  mournful  in  the  histoiy  of  this  Parliament, 
when  we  remember  how  many  of  our  most  eminent  and  valued  public 
men  have  passed  from  among  us.  I  cannot  refer  to  the  history  of  any 
other  Parliament  which  wiH  bear  to  posterity  so  fatal  a  record.  But 
there  is  this  consolation,  when  we  remember  these  unequalled  and  irre- 
parable visitations —that  these  great  men  are  not  altogether  lost  to  us  ; 
that  their  opinions  will  be  often  quoted  in  this  House,  their  authority 
appealed  to,  their  judgment  attested ;  even  their  very  words  will  form 
part  of  our  discussions  and  debates.  There  are  some  members  of  Par- 
liament who,  though  not  present  in  the  body,  are  still  members  of  this 
House,  independent  of  dissolutions,  of  the  caprice  of  constituencies, 
even  of  the  course  of  time.  I  think,  sir,  Mr.  Cobden  was  one  of  these 
men." 

John   Bright's   Eloquence. 

At  the  time  of  the  Crimean  war  the  whole  English  nation  was  roused 
to  indignation  at  the  collapse  of  the  vast  prestige  of  the  naval  and  mili- 
tary organisation  which  had  been  so  sedulously  nursed  for  the  previous 
forty  years,  and  which  went  with  a  touch  at  the  moment  of  trial.  In 
the  House  of  Commons,  Sir  James  Graham,  Mr.  Gladstone,  and  one 
or  two  others  explained  how  the  appointment  of  the  Crimean  Inquiry 
Committee  had  led  to  their  withdrawal  from  Lord  Palmerston's  min- 
istry. In  the  course  of  the  debate  (Feb.  23,  1854)  Mr.  Bright  made  an 
earnest  appeal  to  Lord  Palmerston  to  stay  the  war,  and  said,  in  the 
most  solemn  tones,  whilst  every  breath  was  hushed  so  that  the  dropping 
of  a  pin  might  have  been  heard  in  the  House — 

"  The  Angel  of  Death  has  been  abroad  and  throughout  the  land ; 
you  may  almost  hear  the  very  beating  of  his  wings.  There  is  no  one  to 
sprinkle  with  blood  the  lintel  and  the  side-posts  of  our  doors  that  he 
may  spare  and  pass  on ;  but  he  calls  at  the  castle  of  the  noble,  and  the 
mansion  of  the  wealthy,  equally  as  at  the  cottage  of  the  humble  ;  and  it 
is  on  behalf  of  all  these  classes  that  I  make  this  solemn  appeal.  I  tell 
the  noble  lord  that  if  he  be  ready  honestly  and  frankly  to  endeavour,  if 
possible,  by  the  negotiations  to  be  opened  at  Vienna,  to  put  an  end  to 
this  war,  no  word  of  mine;  no  vote  of  mine,  will  ever  be  given  to  shake 
his  power  for  one  single  moment,  or  to  change  his  position  in  this 
House." 

Lord  Brougham  was  perhaps  the  most  industrious  man  that  ever 
lived.  It  is  said  that  he  once  worked  six  continuous  days — that  is,  one 
hundred  and  forty-four  hours,  without  sleep  ;  that  he  then  rushed  down 
to  his  country  seat,  slept  all  Saturday  night,  all  Sunday,  all  Sunday 
night,  and  was  awakened  by  his  valet  on  Monday  morning,  to  resume 
the  responsibilities  of  life  and  commence  the  work  of  the  next  week  ! 
— Once,  when  Sir  Samuel  Romilly  was  asked  to  write  an  essay  on  a 
subject  of  which  he  was  master,  he  excused  himself  by  saying  that  he 
had  no  time  to  spare;  "but,"  he  added,  "go  with  it  to  that  fellow 
Brougham — he  seems  to  have  time  for  everything."
